Big bucks for 
new school 


Eastern Passage. 

Province to spend $2iM 
for new high school 


Students in Eastern Passage 
will have a new high school, 
although it’s not the one they 
were expecting. 

Premier DarreU Dexter an- 
normced a new high school for 
the commimity on Thursday. 

“We determined that if we 
could save some money we’d 
like to, but this was not going to 
be the project we were going to 
be able to make those kinds of 
savings,” Dexter told reporters. 

Last spring, the government 
planned on spending $15 mil¬ 
lion to reconfigure an existing 
school in the Eastern Passage 
into a high school. With that 
plan now scrapped, the prov¬ 
ince has allocated $21 million 
for the construchon of the new 
school, expected to be built 
near the Seaside Elementaiy 
School for the 2015-2016 school 
year. 

“This is something the com¬ 
munity has been looking for 
for almost 30 years, and this 
will be a great benefit to the 
young people in this commun¬ 


ity,” he said. 

Currently, high school stu¬ 
dents horn Eastern Passage are 
bussed to Cole Harbour to at¬ 
tend class. 

Bradley Tucker, a parent 
horn Eastern Passage, says the 
new school will allow his nine- 
year-old daughter to participate 
in extracurricular achvihes she 
wouldn’t be able to if she com¬ 
muted to Cole Harbour eveiy- 
day — a ride which can take up 
to an hour and a half on public 
transit. 

“Sports teams, drama and 
choirs ... anything that’s after 
school like that she wouldn’t 
be able to do going to Cole Har¬ 
bour,” said Tucker. “Now she’ll 
be able to take that in.”

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Wedgeport. No arrests 
after man shot dead 


There have been no arrests as 
police investigate the shoot¬ 
ing death of a man in Nova 
Scotia’s South Shore. 

Police were called to the 
community of Wedgeport 
near Yarmouth in response 
to the shooting at about 
1:20 a.m. on Thursday. 

A 47-year-old man died as 
a result, while another man, 
46, was found at a nearby 
home and is now in a Halifax 
hospital with serious injuries. 

According to the Yar¬ 
mouth County Vanguard, 
the injured man is Darryl 
LeBlanc, a fisherman and 
father of three who lived at 
the home. He was reportedly 
shot in the arm. 

People in the community 
say LeBlanc went to a neigh¬ 
bour’s house after being shot 
and made a 911 call. 

Police say a 49-year-old 
woman was also located but 
not hurt. The Vanguard re¬ 
ports she may be LeBlanc’s 
girlfriend. 

The deceased man was 
found by police at 5 a.m. at 
the property.

The extension of a popu¬ 
lar puppy program at the 
Burnside jail is sure to keep 
Jacque d’Eon busy behind 
bars. 

The 27-year-old from Low¬ 
er West Pubnico, who is serv¬ 
ing time at the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
in Burnside, is one of 12 of¬ 
fenders turned dog train¬ 
ers by way of the province’s 


Working on Our Futures pro¬ 
gram, also known as WOOF. 

“It’s a challenge with 
everyone, trying to get them 
trained and everything,” 
d’Eon said while holding 
Howie, an eight-week-old 
black Lab mix. “ft gets my 
mind at ease, because I’m al¬ 
ways doing something with 
them.” 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry gave inmates and 
paws a cause for applause on 
Thursday morning when he 
announced a one-year exten¬ 
sion of WOOF. 

“When 1 talk to staff and 
1 talk to inmates here, they 
all talk positively about the 
experience,” Landry told re¬ 
porters. “For some people.

More than 70 puppies have been put up 
for adoption since WOOF started through 
a partnership with the Nova Scotia SPCA 
in December 2012. 


they’ve lost that personal 
connection where there’s af¬ 
fection given with another 
life.” 

It’s a connection the 
program seeks to establish 
by teaming offenders with 
dogs. Inmates work with the 
dogs — feeding them, train¬ 
ing them, caring for them 
— until they’re ready to be 


placed with families looking 
to adopt. 

Correctional officer Kevin 
Willett, who works along¬ 
side offenders to train the 
puppies, said the program 
has been popular with the 
inmates and adopters alike 
— there’s even a waiting list 
to join the program. 

“Endless amounts of pup¬ 
pies have come in to us, and 
within a week or two they’ve 
all found homes,” he said. 

In the end, d’Eon says it’s 
tough to see his furry friends 
move on. 

“The dogs are hard to let 
go, but that’s the whole part 
of the program — training 
them so they go to a good 
home,” he said.

If you head to the Halifax 
waterfront this weekend 
you’ll see a ship that’s catch¬ 
ing rays in a different way. 

The MS Turanor Planet- 
Solar, the world’s largest 
solar-powered ship, is cur¬ 
rently docked on the water¬ 
front. With a top deck al¬ 
most entirely covered by 
shiny black solar panels 
and a unique catamaran de¬ 
sign, the PlanetSolar quick¬ 
ly grabs the attention of 
passersby. 

“This boat weighs about 
100 tonnes, and if you con¬ 
sider this is moving very 
smoothly without any en¬ 
gine, any gasoline, only the 
sun, it’s a bit fantastic,” said 
captain Gerard D’Aboville at 
a media event on Thursday. 

At sea, the ship’s solar 
panels can extend over its 
sides, which provides great¬ 
er surface area to absorb 
sunlight and charge its bat¬ 
teries. On cloudy days, the 
PlanetSolar’s 8.5 tonnes of

batteries can keep it moving 
for up to 72 hours. 

The ship flies a Switzer¬ 
land flag, as it’s currently 
on a research expedition 
conducted by the University 
of Geneva. It wasn’t origin¬ 
ally constructed for scien¬ 
tific research. 

“It’s open concept (de¬ 
sign) made it pretty easy to 
integrate the scientific in¬ 
struments that we needed,” 
said Jerome Kasparian. 

He is on board the Planet¬ 
Solar studying phytoplank¬ 
ton along the Gulf Stream. 

Phytoplankton are small 
organisms that develop ac¬ 
cording to light from the 
sun and nutrients from 
the bottom of the ocean. 
Kasparian hopes to find 
out how the Gulf Stream’s 
warm water affects these or¬ 
ganisms. 

Halifax makes a good 


location for the boat’s first 
Ganadian stop because it is 
relatively close to the Gulf 
Stream. 

The four scientists and 
five crew members on board 
the PlanetSolar began their 
expedition in France and 
will finish in Norway. 

The ship leaves Halifax 
for St. John’s early next 
week.

Bingo at the Halifax Forum 
is about to get a large dose 
of sparkle-covered testos¬ 
terone. 

On Friday night, Halifax 
Pride will open its doors 
to the Cosmic Drag Queen 
Bingo fundraiser. 

“Believe it or not, drag- 
queen bingo is worldwide 
famous,” said Scott Bosse, 
also known by his drag per¬ 
sona, Contessa. 

“People love the oppor¬ 
tunity to win something,” 
he added. “Then you throw 
in some drag queens and 


some colour and excite¬ 
ment — it’s a win-win all 
around.” 

Last year, Bosse didn’t 
know what to expect 
from the public when he 
launched the event during 
Halifax Pride and used a 
smaller 100-person venue, 
having to turn away a huge 
line at the door. 

Bosse is now expecting

the 19-plus event, which 
should add up to “multiple 
thousands” in funds.

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Tories will boost cancer 
care funding: Baillie 


Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie says he 
wants to boost funding for 
low-income cancer patients 
who need help getting to ap¬ 
pointments in Nova Scotia, 
while cutting the number of 
health boards in the province. 

Baillie said Thursday that 
if elected, a Tory government 
would increase funding to 
the program that helps cover 
the costs of board, transporta¬ 
tion and ostomy to $400,000, 
an increase of $100,000. 

Baillie said the Conserva¬ 
tives would also make the 
program available to more 
people by increasing the in¬ 
come cutoff point that’s used 
to determine who qualifies 
for financial assistance under 
the program. 

The Tories are promising 
to increase the annual family 
income limit for the program 
to $25,000 from $15,720, a 
figure that Baillie says hasn’t 
changed in 20 years. 

He says $100,000 in fund¬ 
ing from the program went 
unused last year because not 
enough people qualified. 



Baillie also said his party 
would be able to pump more 
money into frontline health 
services by cutting spending 
in health administration. 

That would be done by 
reducing the number of dis¬ 
trict health authorities from 
10 to three. Under the Con¬ 
servative model, the capital 
district would retain its board 
and the IWK Children’s Hos-

pital would remain an in¬ 
dependent operation, while 
there would be a new health 
board created for rural Nova 
Scotia. 

Baillie estimates the plan 
would save $60 million. 

The Opposition Liberals 
have already said they would 
trim the number of health 
boards down to two, while 
the governing NDP has been 
critical of the other parties’ 
plans. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
has said the Liberals and Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives would 
be “naive and ill-informed” if 
they think cutting the num¬ 
ber of health districts would 
reduce health costs.

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Nazi cafe owner in Indonesia 
asked to explain his motive 


Bandung, Indonesia. 

His restaurant is 
filled with Nazi 
pictures. Now the city 
government wants to 
know what the deal is 


Authorities in central Indo¬ 
nesia will ask a restaurant 
owner to explain his reasons 
for opening a Nazi-themed 
cafe that has sparked contro¬ 
versy among locals and tour¬ 
ists, an official said Thursday. 

Soldatenkafifee includes a 
red wall of Nazi-related mem¬ 
orabilia, including a large 
flag with the swastika and a 
giant picture of Adolf Hitler. 
Its wait staff dresses in SS, or 
Schutzstafifel, militaiy uni¬ 
forms, and can be seen pos¬ 
ing in front of the cafe on its 
Facebook page. 

The cafe, located in the 


West Java provincial capital 
of Bandung, one of Indo¬ 
nesia’s tourist destination cit¬ 
ies, has been open since April 
2011. But a recent article in a 
local English-language news¬ 
paper has prompted angiy 
responses from some foreign¬ 
ers and Indonesians on social 
networking sites. 

Ayi Vivananda, deputy 
mayor of Bandung, said a let¬ 
ter was sent Thursday sum¬ 
moning cafe owner Hemy 
Mulyana to meet with offi¬ 
cials to discuss his motives 
for opening the cafe and 
whether his objective was to 
incite racial hatred. 

“Those symbols are inter¬ 
nationally recognized to rep¬ 
resent violence and racism,” 
Vivananda said. Mulyana 
says his objective was to at¬ 
tract customers. He also de¬ 
nied being pro-Nazi. “I have a 
right to design my restaurant 
with anything that attracts 

people.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Although the policy — 
which Legoland says is in 
place to protect children and 
families — is noted on the 
park’s website, Nicole said 
there was no mention of it 
in the brochures she had. 

'“Honestly, it didn’t even 
cross my mind to check,” she 


said. “Lego is for all ages.” 

Once St-Onge’s plight was 
picked up by various news 
outlets, including Metro, 
Legoland officials contacted 
Nicole and offered to ar¬ 
range a return trip. She says 
the company is going to 
pay for admission, gas and 
meals. 

“He’s thrilled to go back,” 
Nicole said. “He really want¬ 
ed to take those pictures and 
now he gets to do that ...

Court. Dead teen's 
mother says 
Zimmerman’s acquittal 
sends a 'terrible 
message to other little 
black and brown boys’ 


Trayvon Martin’s parents made 
appearances on network mor¬ 
ning shows Thursday, saying 
they are still shocked that 
jurors acquitted George Zim¬ 
merman in the 2012 shooting 
death of their 17-year-old son. 

On NBC’s Today show, 
Sybrina Fulton questioned 
whether jurors looked at the 
shooting from her son’s point 
of view. 

“He was a teenager. He was 
scared. He did run,” Fulton said, 
who added that she beheves the 
justice system failed her son. 

“We didn’t get the verdict 
we wanted because we wanted 
him to be (held) accountable.” 

Martin’s father, Tracy Mar¬ 
tin, expressed disbelief in the 


verdict handed dovm Saturday 
by a six-woman juiy following 
a three-week trial in centr^ 
Florida. 

“We felt in our hearts that 
we were going to get a convic¬ 
tion,” Martin said. “We felt that 
the killer of our imarmed child 
was going to be convicted of 
the crime he committed.” 

On ABC’s Good Morning 
America, Tracy Martin said 
he felt the juiy did not get a 
chance to get to know the teen. 
“They didn’t know him as a hu¬ 
man being,” he said. 

Martin’s parents said they 
still beheve Zimmerman, who 
identifies himself as Hispanic, 
racially profiled their son. 

“Obviously, any time you 
have a person that makes an 
assumption that a person is up 
to no good, that’s some kind of 
profiling,” Martin said. “Was 
he racially profiled? 1 think if 
Trayvon had been white, this 
never would have happened.”

*Standyour 
ground*laws 
in the spotlight 

The George Zimmerman 
trial has shined a harsh spot- 
fight on the so-called “stand 
your ground” laws found in 
almost two dozen American 
states, with U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder sug¬ 
gesting this week that the 
controversial laws encourage 
violence and result in the 
deaths of innocent citizens. 

Florida’s “stand your 
ground” law has report¬ 
edly been invoked 200 
times since the state passed 
the statute in 2005, but it’s 
most infamously associated 
with Trayvon Martin’s 2012 
slaying as he walked to his 
father’s house in a gated 
community on a rainy Febru¬ 
ary evening. 

Zimmerman’s defence 
team didn’t ask for an im¬ 
munity hearing under the 
law, but the instructions 
provided to jurors borrowed 
heavily from the Florida stat¬ 
ute. The only juror to speak 
publicly about the case also 
said earlier this week that 


she believed Zimmerman 
was justified in shooting 
Martin because he feared for 
his fife after following the 
unarmed black teen. 

The not-guilty verdict 
handed dovm to Zimmer¬ 
man has outraged many 
Americans, but there have 
been a host of similar, lesser- 
knovm cases in states with 
“stand your ground” laws 
throughout the countiy — 
all involving firearms, and 
many of them with startling 
legal conclusions. 

The laws — backed by the 
powerful gun-rights lobby, in 
particular the National Rifle 
Association — vary slightly 
from state to state. But in 
general, they expand the 
concept of self defence to 
allow citizens to use deadly 
force if they feel threatened 
during a confrontation. 

In some jurisdictions, 
“stand your ground” can 
only be invoked if citizens 
involved in deadly encoun¬ 
ters are in their homes or 
vehicles. In other states, like 
Florida, the first jurisdiction 
to pass such laws, citizens 
can be on public streets and 
cite “stand your ground.”

Texas governor Rick Perry signs sweeping abortion regulations 


Texas Gov. Rick Perry signed 
sweeping new abortion re¬ 
strictions on Thursday that 
could shutter most of the 
state’s clinics that provide 
the procedure, a final step 
for the Republican-backed 
measure after weeks of 
sometimes raucous protests 


at the state capitol. 

Supporters credited God’s 
will and prayer as the gov¬ 
ernor signed the legislation, 
with protesters’ chants of 
“Shame! Shame! Shame!” 
echoing from the hallway. 
Opponents have vowed to 
fight the law, though no 


court challenges were im¬ 
mediately filed. 

“Today, we celebrate the 
further cementing of the 
foundation on which the 
culture of fife in Texas is 
built upon,” Perry told an 
auditorium full of beaming 
Republican lawmakers and 


anti-abortion activists. “It is 
our responsibility and duty 
to give voice to the unborn 
individuals.” 

The law restricts abor¬ 
tions to surgical centres and 
requires doctors who work at 
abortion clinics to have hos¬ 
pital admitting privileges. 


Only five of the 42 abortion 
clinics in Texas — America’s 
second-largest state — cur¬ 
rently meet those new re¬ 
quirements. Glinics will have 
a year to either upgrade their 
facilities or shut down after 
the law takes effect in Octo¬ 
ber. 


The law also bans abor¬ 
tions after the 20th week 
of pregnancy, based on the 
disputed notion that fetuses 
can feel pain at that point of 
development, and dictates 
when abortion-inducing 
drugs can be taken.

Tunisia. Jailed feminist 
facing new charges after 
fight with prison guard 


Amina Sboui, the impris¬ 
oned Tunisian member of the 
Ukrainian women’s group 
Femen, is facing new charges 
following an altercation with 
a prison guard, her defence 
lawyer said Thursday. 

Sboui, 19, shocked Tuni¬ 
sians in March by posting top¬ 
less photos of herself online 
to denounce the mistreat¬ 
ment of women. She was later 
arrested on May 19 for scrawl¬ 
ing the name of the group on 
the wall of a cemetery in the 
Tunisian city of Kairouan, 
where ultraconservative Mus¬ 
lims had planned an annual 


conference. 

She has been charged 
with belonging to a criminal 
organization, undermining 
public morals and desecrat¬ 
ing a cemeteiy, which could 
result in an eight-year prison 
term. She has been in prison 
for two months, and no trial 
date has been set. 

Her lawyer said Sboui is 
facing two new charges, “in¬ 
sulting a civil servant in the 
exercise of his duty” and “def¬ 
amation of a civil servant” 
after she tried to stop a guard 
from allegedly beating a pris¬ 
oner.

Fighting a bad rep 


Rolling out the welcome mat, finally 


"I want to make France No. i, period.” 

Tourism Minister Sylvia Pinel, 

told reporters last year as a new government took the reins and laid out its priorities. Improv¬ 
ing France’s "welcome” was one of those — creating a true tourism policy for the first time. 


C’est diffidle no more? 

France is the most 
visited country in the 
world, but has long had 
a reputation for being 
unwelcoming to visitors 


There are no trash cans on the 
Champs-Elysees. Paris’ depart¬ 
ment stores, as well as shops 
and restaurants across the 
countiy, are closed on Simdays. 
And pickpockets swarm the Eif¬ 
fel Tower and the Louvre. 

France has long had a repu¬ 


tation — particularly in the 
English-speaking world — for 
being a bit diflEicult to visit. We 
love to hate it, with its surly 
waiters and superior shopkeep¬ 
ers. But we also love to love it: 
More people visit France than 
any other countiy in the world. 

But now, after years of cas¬ 
ually riding a reputation for 
stunning monuments and 


world-class food, the French 
are starting to talk about tour¬ 
ism as an economic benefit — 
and one they need to do more 
to capitalize on. This is a sea 
change in a coimtiy that has 
long prided itself on not doing 
anything as gauche as catering 
to visitors. 

“The problem is that in 
France we don’t value jobs in 


tourism,” says Didier Arino, a 
director of the consultancy Pro- 
tourisme. “We conflate services 
with servitude.” 

The numbers show that 
something is amiss. With the 
draws of Paris, Alpine skiing 
and some of the ritziest Medi¬ 
terranean resorts, France has 
been the most-visited countiy 
for eveiy year there are statis¬ 
tics in the World Bank data¬ 
base, welcoming 83 milhon for¬ 
eign tourists in 2012. But it has 
never sat atop the list of places 
where visitors spend the most.

As eveiyone knows, Jason 
Statham is among a dying 
breed of old-school macho ass- 
Idckers.

Redemption concerns home¬ 
lessness, class warfare and 
other serious issues. What 
drew you to it? 

1 thought it was different, 
but not so different that it 
wouldn’t be enjoyable. There’s 
a limit to doing something just 
for the sake of being different. 
And 1 hke dark tales; 1 hke 
thrillers. 1 thought this would 
be the kind of movie I’d want 
to see, so 1 might as well be 
in it. 

Were you consciously seeking 


out something that would be 
different from most of your 
action films? 

It’s not like, “Oh my God, 
here’s my chance to do some¬ 
thing so different!” It’s never 
like that. It’s more that this is 
a quality stoiy. This is a quality 
movie. 1 want to do that. It just 
turns out that it’s a bit differ¬ 
ent from some of the others 
I’ve done. 

Did you do much research? 

We met some of the soldiers 
who have been in the war and 
came back, and a lot of them 
have disabilities: They lost 
an eye, lost a leg. You think, 

“F—, that’s really out there, 
we never see that.” It’s not an 
exposed subject, these soldiers 
who come back from the war. 
Ten per cent of the homeless 
people (in London) are from 
the militaiy forces. 


You didn’t start out as an 
action actor. How did you get 
into it? 

1 just kind of tumbled into 
it. 1 never had an idea to do 
it. 1 had a ton of years of ex¬ 
perience in martial arts and 
gymnastics. My dad was a 
gymnast and a boxer. When 
1 started, 1 was just like, “OK, 
now 1 get to throw some silly 
stuff around. Let’s see if 1 can 
do it.” The next thing you 
know, it worked. 1 wasn’t 
being cast in period dramas 
back in England. You have to 
figure out some other way to 
make money. 

You could still do that, 
though. You could do some¬ 
thing Dickensian. 

1 don’t know how many thrills 
I’d get out of wearing those 
tights eveiy day. 




Who you gonna call? Not Bill Murray 


Sequel speculation. 

Ghostbusters 
filmmaker says a third 
one could go ahead 
without the actor, but 
only if it recreates the 
‘magic’ of the first 


Could Ghostbusters 3 go ahead 
without co-star BiU Murray? 
Filmmaker Ivan Reitman says 
it’s a possibihty. 

The director-producer of 
the original 1984 supernatural 
comedy film and its sequel says 
Murray — who played one of 
four parapsychologists in both 
instalments — hasn’t read 


any draft of a screenplay for a 
possible third feature. And he 
doesn’t think the actor wants 
to be in it. 

“If we get it right for our¬ 
selves and we end up trying to 
make the movie, we’ll see if he 
does it or not,” Reitman said 
Wednesday. 

But the other stumbling 


block is striking the right tone. 

“People seem to love it to¬ 
day as much as they loved it in 
1984,” said the Toronto-raised 
comedy master. So while the 
rest of the cast and creators are 
game for a third film, they’ll 
only do it if they can tap into 
the “magic” of the original, he 
added, the Canadian press 
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Big Star shines in rockumentary

Big Star’s 1972 debut, #1 Rec¬ 
ord, did not turn the Memphis 
quartet into what their name 
implies; the album didn’t even 
come close to charting at the 
position that its title suggests. 

They would, however, 
eventually influence the next 
generation of alternative rock 
music, but this initial burst of 
selfimposed tragic and comic 
irony would go on to haunt the 
band. 

Director Drew DeNicola 
wanted to get away from this 
disparity when making the 
new documentaiy. Big Star: 
Nothing Can Hurt Me. 

“The sensibility of these 
guys wasn’t a commercial one, 
even if they thought so. The Big 
Star name was slightly tongue- 
in-cheek,” he says. 

“It wasn’t even in the DNA 
of the band. It wasn’t even in 
that music for it to be success¬ 


ful at that time.” 

Tongue-in-cheek or not. Big 
Star was perpetually in the 
right place at the wrong time. 

They played the type of 
guitar pop that earned them 
comparisons to The Beatles at 
a time when the biggest bands 
were inflated and gimmicky 
(think: Kiss or ELO). 


They got a record deal, and 
the label declared bankruptcy 
before their second album 
could leave the warehouse. 

Founders fled in frustration 
and one died in a car crash be¬ 
fore Big Star achieved posthu¬ 
mous popularity in the ’80s. 

DeNicola and codirector 
Olivia Mori wring out a sweet 


stoiy of the participants who 
tried so hard to make it work 
for the band. “I don’t like to 
dweU on the whole element 
of, ‘They didn’t make it,”’ says 
DeNicola. “I’d just like to dis¬ 
pense with that and talk about 
the stoiy of the people in the 
band and the music,” he added.

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Netflix gems to make history 
at this year’s Emmy awards 


65th ceremony. Neil 
Patrick Harris to host 
awards as American 
Horror Story bags most 
nominations with 17 


Netflix’s House of Cards made 
Emmy history Thursday with 
a top drama series nomina¬ 
tion, the first time that tele¬ 
vision’s leading awards have 
recognized a program deliv¬ 
ered online as equal in qual¬ 
ity to the best that TV has to 
offer. The nomination, one 
of nine nods earned by the 
political thriller, is a marker 
in the unfolding revolution 
in how we receive and watch 
video entertainment. 

“It’s really groundbreak¬ 
ing,” said Ted Sarandos, chief 
content officer for Netflix. 
“It’s beyond our most bold ex¬ 
pectations. We were thinking 
a single nomination would 
be a win ... It’s as much a win 
for Internet television as it is 
for the content creators.” 

The most Emmy nomina¬ 
tions, 17, went to American 
Horror Stoiy: Asylum. Close 
behind was Game of Thrones 
with 16 nods, while Saturday 
Night Live and the Liberace 
biopic Behind the Candel¬ 
abra earned 15 nominations 
each, including nods for stars 
Michael Douglas and Matt 
Damon. 

The bonanza of nomina¬ 
tions for Game of Thrones 
is the swords-and-fantasy 
show’s most-ever and in¬ 
cludes a best drama series 
nod and three acting bids, in¬ 
cluding a supporting nod for 
Peter Dinklage. 

House of Cards stars Kevin 
Spacey and Robin Wright re¬ 
ceived acting bids, along with 



a number of other primarily 
big-screen actors who have 
migrated to TV for power¬ 
house projects, with Douglas 
and Damon among them. 
Joining House of Cards and 
Game of Thrones in the best 
drama series categoiy are 
Breaking Bad, Downton Ab¬ 
bey, Mad Men and last year’s 
winner. Homeland. 

Mad Men, which last year 
missed out on the best drama 
trophy that would have been 
its record-setting fifth, eclips¬ 
ing fellow four-time winners 
Hill Street Blues, L.A. Law and 
The West Wing, gets another 
shot this year. 

The major broadcast net¬ 
works were shut out of the 
prestigious categoiy, a repeat 
of last year and a particular 
blow with the entry of Net¬ 
flix’s streamed drama. Board¬ 
walk Empire was the only 
show not to return in the 
categoiy, its spot claimed by 
House of Cards. 

In the comedy series cat¬ 
egoiy, nominees are The Big 
Bang Theory, Girls, Louie, 
Modern Family, Veep and 30

Some pundits thought it 


might earn online’s first best 
comedy series nod, given 
that it won a trophy in the 
category for Fox before the 
network cancelled it. 

A six-year-old TV academy 
rules change allows online 
entries to compete with cable 
and broadcast programs, 
although so far Internet 
shows have popped up only 
in lower-profile categories. 
That changed with the 65th 
Primetime Emmys. 

The nominations were 
announced by Aaron Paul, a 
previous winner for Break¬ 
ing Bad and nominated again 
this year, and Emmy host 
Neil Patrick Harris. 

An in-demand emcee, 
the How 1 Met Your Mother 
star earned a bid for host¬ 
ing Broadway’s Tony Awards. 
Joining Spacey in the con¬ 
test for best drama series ac¬ 
tor are Hugh Bonneville of 
Downton Abbey; Jon Hamm 
of Mad Men; Jeff Daniels of 
The Newsroom and Damian 
Lewis of Homeland, last 
year’s winner.

The foreboding sky gave 
plenty of warning of what 
was to come. 

It started with a spot of 
ominous darkness in the dis¬ 
tance, but before a long phal¬ 
anx of big black clouds were 
rolling in above the outfield. 

A cool wind picked up, 
swaying the palm trees near 
the left-field foul pole, as the 
grounds crew hastily rolled the 
tarp out over the infield and the 
sky hashed intermittently. 

Kyle Drabek, schedriled to 
make his sixth minor-league 
start here since coming off last 
season’s Tommy John surgeiy, 
looked up at the gathering 
storm and frowned. 

“Every. Time.” 

It’s rainy season in Florida 
and the Dunedin Blue Jays have 
had 11 games suspended or 
cancelled since Jime 1. Two of 
Drabek’s last three starts have 
been postponed due to rain. 



Already facing an uphill bat¬ 
tle as he works his way back to 
the big leagues following more 
than a year on the disabled fist 
after his second Tommy John, 
now Drabek is fighting Mother 
Nature. 

The sky cracks overhead 
and the downpour begins as a 
dejected Drabek retreats to the 
clubhouse. 

But the storm moves quick 
and less than two hours later he 
is on the mound facing Byron 


Buxton — last year’s second 
overall draft pick — and the 
rest of the Miimesota Twins’ 
class-A minor leaguers in front 
of a crowd of about 75, which 
includes scouts, girlfriends sit¬ 
ting alone and scattered clutch¬ 
es of diehards. 

He gets Buxton to grormd- 
out en route to throwing three 
scoreless innings on just 31 
pitches, his only blemish a 
sharp grormdbaU that bormced 
off the bag at third for a base 
hit. 

It was the first time Drabek 
had pitched three innings since 
beginning his minor-league 
rehab assignment on Jrme 22. 
“Just getting my baseball IQ 
back to where it used to be,” he 
said afterward. 

Drabek has given up just 
two hits and a walk over his last 
three starts — a total of seven 
innings — and he says he is 
feeling more comfortable with 
eveiy outing. 

Barring a setback, he will 
likely be ready to join the Jays 
in another two or three weeks. 
Whether he gets called up wiU 
depend on if there’s a need at 
the big-league level.
